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Designation 


The Antiquities Act of 1906 grants the President authority to 
designate national monuments in order to protect "objects of 
historic or scientific interest." President Theodore Roosevelt 
first used this authority to protect Devils Tower in 1906. 

Nearly every President since then has created national 
monuments. 

National monuments are managed by a variety of federal 
agencies. What agencies you think manage national 
monuments?

National Monuments 

National Monuments are federal lands designated by a presidential proclamation 
or an act of Congress to protect objects of historic or scientific interest associated 
with those lands. 


Most national monuments are 
withdrawn from entry, location, 
selection, sale, leasing, or other 
disposition under the public land 
and mineral laws. 
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Until 1996, monuments designated on 
BLM-administered land were generally 
moved under the administration of the 
National Park Service upon designation. 

President Clinton and President Obama 
proclaimed national monuments 
to be managed by the BLM. 


Designation 


BLM currently manages 27 National 
Monuments 


President Obama designates two new monuments including 
Berryessa Snow Mountain (CA) and the Basin and Range (NV), 
both managed by the BLM 
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Designation 


National Conservation Areas and Similar Designations 

National conservation areas are federal lands 
designated by Congress to conserve, protect, and 
restore exceptional resources and values. The BLM 
also manages other designations--such as 
outstanding natural areas-- and are treated similar 
to national conservation areas. 

All such designations are generally grouped 
together as conservation areas. 
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Legislation designations such as 
National Conservation Areas can 
identify a wide variety of 
resources and values for these 
areas including natural, 
recreational, cultural, wildlife, 
aquatic, archaeological, 
paleontological, historical, 
educational, and/or scientific 
resources for protection. 
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Legislation Designations 

❖ The BLM is the only agency managing conservation areas. 


The King Range National Conservation Area, designated in 1970, was the 
BLM's first such designation. 


The BLM currently manages 16 
conservation areas and 6 similar 
designations. 

The management of each conservation area 
or similar designation depends on its 
specific enabling legislation.

What are resources, objects, and values (ROVs)? 

The features and elements identified in each unit's proclamation or designation

Identified and found in presidential 
proclamations designating national 
monuments under the Antiquities 
Act of 1906. 

The Antiquities Act requires the 
"proper care and management of 
objects" of historic and scientific 
interest. 
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Resources & Values: 

Identified in legislation designating 
conservation areas. 

The management requirements for 
resources and values depend on the 
language in the individual Act. 

Conservation areas each have a specific 
piece of legislation instead of an 
overarching authority such as the

by Presidential Proclamation although it had been introduced through

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Stressors Affecting Vegetation 


The Botanist and Weeds Coordinator in the Southern Nevada District Office are working with the Nevada Department of 
Transportation to make sure that noxious weed species are treated along the highways running through Red Rock NCA, while 
simultaneously protecting Penstemon bicolor ssp. bicolor, which is a BLM sensitive species. These plants both grow along the 
roadsides, but NDOT will avoid areas where sensitive plants grow in order to avoid harming these species. BLM is also working 
with NDOT to mitigate for disturbance of this species’ habitat due to road construction, which has led to extensive seed collection 
and reseeding post disturbance.
